E notice in our text, “And that, 

knowing the time,” Paul refers to 
it in another scripture as “perilous times.”

Perilous times! That means we are liv- 
ing in a time of danger, a time of de- 
struction, a time when the spirit of mis- 
trust is in the world, for men have prov- 
en themselves unfaithful, lovers of their 
ownselves.

Church Merger 


‘the Congregational- Christian 
irches and the Evangelical and Re- 
formed Church of America have pro- 
posed a merger into the “United Church 
of America.”

Evangelical and Reformed churches re- 
ported 829,842 members in 1941. 
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The Bible and the Nazis 
The American Bible Society reports 
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that the printing of Bibles in Norway 
will cease, following Reichskommissar 
Terboven’s order prohibiting further sale 
of paper to the Norwegian Bible Society. 
A large number of unfilled orders were 
on hand despite the oppression of the 
enemy. A record call for the Bible in 
Norway demonstrated the futile efforts 
of the Germans to stamp out religion 
there. This unprecedented sale of Bibles 
has demonstrated the “religious unity” 
as well as the political unity of the Nor- 
wegian people in the face of Nazi op- 
pression, it is said. Over 90,000 Bibles 
were circulated in Norway last year.

Kentucky Wets and Prayer 


A Kentucky wet leader grumbled, 
“We are up against an uncontrollable 
trend. Women prayed at the polls.” 
Christian workers had gone to the polls 
where they prayed, and an attempt by 
legal process to restrain them only re- 
sulted in a ruling by Kentucky’s Assist- 
ant Attorney General Guy Herdman, 
“that praying at least fifty feet from 
the polls is legal.” Whether traceable to 
the prayers of workers at the polls, or 
in homes or other services, there was a 
pleasing effect. The Kentucky dry 
forces could point to seven victories in 
the past two weeks. Sixty-seven coun- 
ties have gone dry in Kentucky. This is 
encouraging news.

Jewish Persecution 

According to Missionary Magazine: 
“The Gestapo has ordered the closing of 
all remaining Jewish schools in Ger- 
many, according to a report by Berlin 
correspondent of the Stockholm Social 
Demokraten. Jewish children over four- 
teen have been sent by the Nazis to do 
farm work in the Ukraine. Jewish com- 
munal buildings that had been used as 
schools were taken over by the Gestapo. 
From London the British section of the 
World Jewish Congress reports that 
“more than 1,000,000 Jews have been 
killed or died as a result of ill treatment 
in countries dominated by Germany. 
No one knows how many people of other 
faiths, or how many Norwegians, Danes, 
Belgians, Frenchmen,  Netherlanders, 
Poles, Czechs, Russians, Serbs, and 
Greeks have perished from the same foul 
pestilence.”

Religious Freedom in Russia 
An article appearing in the Russian 


Millions conveys the idea that all is not 
well in Russia when it comes to the 
question of religion. Despite the com- 
mon reports that the citizens of the U. 
S. S. R. “are guaranteed by law: (a) 
freedom of speech; (b) freedom of the 
press; (c) freedom of assembly and of 
holding mass meetings; (d) freedom of 
street processions and demonstrations,” 
it is quite clear that this freedom is only 
extended to the non-Christian masses, as 
according to the report under caption of 
“Is There Religious Liberty in Russia” 
the above defined freedom is denied even 
to the registered churches in Russia. “We 
must not gloss over the facts. Russia 
has not recognized religious liberty as 
we understand it, either in principle or 
practice. Religious services may only be 
held in the few registered places allotted 
and the ministers may not minister else- 
where. No literature except that abso- 
lutely essential to the conduct of public 
worship is permitted on the premises, 
nor may the church have a library. 
Children’s services, Sunday schools or 
classes for the instruction of children in 
religion, are prohibited. No Bible study 
groups may be formed. No social service 
is permitted. But why add more? What 
is true of churches and ministers applies 
also to mosques and moulvies, to syna- 
gogues and rabbis. When a pastor dies, 
the congregation may not appoint an- 
other and automatically the church is 
closed. In actual fact, all that makes for 
reality and warmth in worship is for- 
bidden and only routine ritual remains,” 
so says Russian Millions.

- ish people constitute a problem in 
many countries today. Why? Even the 
Jews themselves are not agreed on the 
answer. One finds them even debating 
the subject, “What is a Jew?” 

Jews Are Different 

We believe that the title of an article 
by a Jewish writer, Waldo Frank, gives 
the correct answer, “Jews Are Different.” 
The man in the streets feels that there is 
something that sets him apart from oth- 
ers. Let there be no misunderstanding, 
however. The Jew is usually a loyal pa- 
triot, a good citizen. He is not better 
than other people, not worse—just dif- 
ferent. 

Why is the Jew different? Anti-Jewish 
propagandists recognize this difference 
but give erroneous reasons for it and this 
makes their propaganda vicious. 

When the great plague swept over 
Europe during the Middle Ages, it was 
observed that the Jews enjoyed a com- 
parative immunity. This was due to the 
fact that faithful observance of the 
Mosaic: health laws had created a strong 
physical resistance to disease. But some 
people in ignorance of the fact raised the 
cry, “The Jews have poisoned the wells!” 
—and another story of bloodshed and 
plunder was added to the history of the 
wandering Jew. No one believes this story 
today, but it was believed then, and the 
Jews suffered. Some explanations ad- 
vanced by the modern Anti-Semite are 
as fantastic as this story. 

The Marks of the Covenant 

We, as Christians, must look to the 
Scriptures for the true solution to the 
Jewish problem. Scripturally, their des- 
tiny has been molded by their experience 
with two persons—Moses and Jesus. 

What separated the Jews from other 
peoples? Let Moses answer. Not power 
and wealth (Deut. 8:17), not greatness 
of number (Deut. 7:1, 7), not righteous- 
ness (Deut. 9:6)—but the fact that God 
has graciously chosen them to be the cus- 
todians of His law, and His witnesses to 
the nations. They were the chosen people, 
not because they were better than others, 
but in order to serve others. And when 
Israel accepted the covenant at Sinai they 
bound themselves and their descendants° 
to the following proposition (or cove- 
nant): “Your national attitude toward 
the law will either make or break you. 
Keep it and you shall be honored by the 
nations; break it and you shall be a prov- 
erb and a byword among the nations.” 
Such is the substance of Moses’ words 
found in the 28th chapter of Deuteron-

omy. The deep-seated peculiarities of the 
Jew are due to the mark which the Tarah 
has left upon his soul and mind. An@ even 
when he abandons his ancestral faith for 
atheism or agnosticism he does not there- 
by escape the covenant marks branded up- 
on the national soul at Sinai. 

And what of the Jew who sincerely 
accepts the gospel? His act cannot be 
called apostasy, for he finds in Christ 
the fulfillment of the Law and the 
Prophets, and also the power to translate 
the Law into personality and conduct. 

During the time of the Babylonian cap- 
tivity when numbers of Jews planned to 
get rid of their distinctiveness and become 


- one hundred per cent Babylonian citizens, 


this prophetic word came through Ezekiel, 
“And that which cometh into your mind 
shall not be at all, that ye say, We will 
be as the heathen, as the families of the 
countries to serve wood and stone. As I 
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‘And thou shalt become an astonish- 
ment, a proverb, and a byword, among 
all nations whither the Lord shall lead 
thee,” Deut. 28:37. “Fear not; for thou 
shalt not be ashamed: neither be thou 
confounded; for thou shalt not be put 
to shame: for thou shalt forget the shame 
of thy youth, and shalt not remember 
the reproach of thy widowhood any 
more,” Isa. 54:4.

live, saith the Lord God, surely with a

Waldo Frank wrote: “They are not a 
bit worse than their Yankee, British or 
French competitors, but I felt they ought 
to be better. Perhaps this unconscious 
claim of a standard for the Jew is a clue, 
as we shall see, to the real meaning of the 
mystery.” Paul the apostle took this view 
when he wrote, “Thou that makest thy 
boast of the law, through breaking the 
law dishonorest thou God? For the name 
of God is blasphemed among the Gentiles 
through you, as it is written. For he is 
not a Jew, which is one outwardly; nei- 
ther is that circumcision, which is out- 
ward in the flesh: But he is a Jew, which 
is one inwardly; and circumcision is that 
of the heart, in the spirit, and not in the 
letter; whose praise is not of men, but of 
God,” Rom. 2:23, 24, 28, 29. 


Their Attitude Toward Jesus 
The cause of the present condition of 





the Jewish people may not only be traced 
back to their experience at Sinai, but also . 
to their attitude toward Jesus. The New 
Testament teaches that the present dis- 
persion of the Jews is related to their re- 
jection of the Messiahship of Jesus, “And 
they shall fall by the edge of the sword, 
and shall be led away captive into all na- 
tions: and Jerusalem shall be trodden 
down of the Gentiles, unto the times of 
the Gentiles be fulfilled,” Luke 21:24. 
The modern Jew is very sensitive on 
this point and resents the thought that 
his nation was responsible for the death 
of Jesus. Nevertheless, it is a matter of 
history that the leadership of Israel re- 
jected Him as the Messiah, and their de- 
cision has affected the attitude of their 
descendants ever since. It is true that in 
recent years some rabbis have uttered 
glowing tributes about Jesus, and one 
Jewish author has ¢written a touching 
story of His life (“The Nazarene,” by 
Sholem Asch), but the point at issue ‘is 
not whether Jesus was a good and great 
man, but whether He was the Christ. 
Calvary has left a deep scar upon the 
Jewish soul, for it so happens that Jesus 
was the Messiah. History unites with 
prophecy in attesting the fact. After 
Christ the Jewish people had no prophets, 
no sacrifices, and their national life was 
broken up. To sum up: the Jew’s présent_ 
position is‘due to the fact that he cafnot 
escape the consequences of the Old Cove- 
nant and he will not accept the blessings 
of the New. According to the Scriptures, 
this spiritual dislocation is the source of 
those painful irritations which constituté 
the Jewish problem. When a great Eng- 
lish statesman was asked concerning his 
religion, he replied, “I am the blank page 
between the Old and the New Testa- 
ments.” These words state the spiritual 
position of manv an Israelite. ? 


The Church and the Jew 


Reproach lies heavy upon Israel; i 
tain European countries it is open and 
manifest, and in some parts of this land 
it exists as an undercurrent. What can the 
followers of Jesus do to lead Israel from 
reproach to glory? 

First, the Church must take the right 
attitude toward the Jews. We must rfe- 
member that they were the “congrega- 
tion” (or “church”) of Jehovah in the 
days when there was no Christian church, 
and they have run the whole scale of ex- 
periences that can come to any church. 
Did Israel fail? [t is not for the Church 
to rejoice, but to take warning. “And if 


some of the branches be broken off, and

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ONIGHT, in many distant ports of 
recent tragedies of war, we hear not 
only the cries of people whose language 
is foreign to us, but we acknowledge the 
groans of those whom we have known 
and do know. 
In all continental Europe, both occu- 
pied and unoccupied by the aggressor, 
we listen—we hear the cries of wretched 
humanity. Who! What! shall deliver us 
from this horrible thing that is threat- 
ening and destroying our very being? 
And in Asia, the cries of them of simi- 
lar circumstances, of death and ruin, go 
on. 
In the Pacific and now in Egypt, we 
hear the groans of our own. To be bod- 
ily, physically and mentally lost to so- 
ciety, cut off from the presence of loved 
ones in some obscure and remote spot on 
_--the earth, is a tragedy to the individual 
so used; and just a little less to those 
who wait for his return, a hope not quite 
yet consumed. But oh, to be eternally 
lost, forever lost! Lost to hope—of ever 
having one’s darlings close to one’s 
bosom again. Lost to heaven—to look 
out in space, seeing nothing, surrender- 
ing to emptiness! Lost to us, lost to God, 
lost eternally! This is worse. 
When we say “voices in the dark,” 
we mean just that. In dealing with the 
, .© \lost, we are affronted with the horrible 
- fact that they are eternally lost except 
we save them. They are lost—groping 
their way in the night. They are in the 
dark. Like the boys in the Philippines at 
this very moment, in concentration 
camps, they are a long way off. It is a 
hard road from here to them. They can- 
not be saved from their present remote- 
ness ‘without a greater task. It must be 
one of .careful planning, efficiency, and 
fortitude, and never languishing every ef- 
fort, to achieve and gain ground toward 

atten It must be an unprecedented ef- 
fort, mever at any moment underesti- 
mating the enemy. 

I fear we have underestimated our ene- 
my, Satan, our enemy and theirs, the 
devil who traffics in souls. He has by 
far the greater stock. There is no justi- 
fied reason for this. Jesus conquered Sa- 
tan for us, and left His armor for our 
donning and equipment indispensable to 
destroy the strongholds of him who we 
fight. Our job is to retake his stock, 
clean out his shelves in many establish- 
ments, and set ap the house of God where 
there will be preservation till Jesus 
comes. 

“Voices in the dark,” yes they cry. 
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as in the Dark 


“For we know that the whole world 
groaneth and travaileth in pain together 
until now,” Rom. 8:22, War! Disease! 
Poverty! Anguish! Death! Darkness cov- 
ers the earth, and gross darkness the peo- 
ple. When we look out the window to- 
night to pierce the darkness with our 
eyes ere the moon rises, we find dark 
figures appearing and reappearing—so 
dark out there 4nd so confusing! 

Well, the people are in spiritual dark- 
ness just a hundred and forty-four times 
greater, the prophet tells us. (Isa. 60: 
2.) They must be reached with light. We 
must go to them where they are. Then 
our light will lead them out. What light 
have we? What do the people voice? 
Psa. 4:6, “There be many that say, Who 
will shew us any good?” “We are lost; we 
have sinned; what shall we do?” “O thou 
preserver of men,” Job 7:20. Yes, they 
cry! They need us. We must reach them, 
and we can. Jesus lighted the way. Matt. 
4:16, “The people which sat in dark- 
ness saw great light; and to them which 
sat in the region and shadow of death 
(eternal dying) light is sprung up.” 
O God, help us not to lose sight of soul- 
saving at this particular moment, and 
the perfecting of a church, the Church, 
for His return. 

We have, right now, the greatest op- 
portunity of piercing the dark with the 
light of truth, Church of God, that was 
ever presented to the people of God of 
any age. We must, we must. “Neither 
is there salvation in any other, for there 
is none other name under heaven given 
among men, whereby we must be saved.” 
But there is salvation in and through 
Him. Are we ministering the gospel in 
the name of Christ, or are we “vaga- 
bonds”’? 


Demons from hell give way to Christ. 
They have to. They give recognition to 
the power of Christ to save and heal. 
They screamed out to the “vagabonds” 
(presumptious preachers of Christ) in 
Paul’s day, and challenged them whether 
they were of God. We hear the evil 
spirit say in Acts 19:13, 15, “Jesus I 
know, and Paul I know; but who are 
ye?” Do the devils know you, brother? 
They knew Christ and His ministers for 
a certainty. There were plenty of preach- 
ers who passed by the tombs in the days 
of “the exceeding fierce one” possessed 
with devils, recorded in Matt. 8:28, 29, 
but no recognition was given to any of 
them. But when Jesus made His journey 
that way, the demons cried out saying, 
“What have-we to do with thee?” The

thought is, if our light is mixed with 
darkness, then our light is of none ef- 
fect. “For what fellowship hath right- 
eousness with unrighteousness? and what 
communion hath light with darkness?” 
O brother, if we become softies, and on 
modified terms with this world system of 
procedure, Satan will not have to worry 
or become disturbed about us as we ap- 
proach the task, for he understands bet- 
ter than we do the law. The law indeed! 
Yes, the law of sin will cut our efforts 
off from God’s assignment and he knows 
it.

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papemdebear makes perfect. Put into 
practical everyday use, what faith 
you have and your experiences of victory 
will add to your faith. Great impregnable 
walls of faith do not spring up in a mo- 
ment. They are added brick upon brick. 
Every experience of faith—victorious 
over trial or temptation—adds a brick to 
your wall of faith. Of what value is faith 
if it cannot be tested? And of what value 
are the testings if we yield to them? That 
only weakens us until we have no faith 
left. But faith-victorious gives us fresh 
confidence for the next trial. Jesus 
teaches us in the parable of the talents 
that if we use what we have He will add 
more to it. But if we fail to use that we 
have, He will, as the colored preacher 
put it, “take away from us that which 
we ain’t already got.” 

If I have fished often in the same 
pool and always caught fish, I return to 
that pool with confidence. I have fished 
often in the pool of God’s great promises 
by faith and I have always returned 
bountifully supplied with that which I 
sought. Therefore I am now able to go 
with great confidence to the same source 
of supply. 

Decaying Faith 

But you say, “Brother Archer, there is 
no harm in taking an aspirin now and 
then, is there?” Well, I guess not, if 
you want to. “Or a laxative?” You still 
love Jesus and believe in divine healing. 
“Sure!” But wait a minute! What are 
you going to do when-you get a cancer?

The baby went eight days without a 
bowel movement. In the natural it would 
have suffered, in fact been dead, by that 
time. But it acted and ate normally. Sis- 
ter Archer was quite burdened and 
called in one of her dearest friends, a 
woman of faith, to pray. When this 
woman learned the circumstances she 
cried out, “Why, Sister Archer, why 
don’t you do something? Why the child 
will die!” Sister Archer said, “I am do- 
ing something. I am trusting God.” 
After the woman had left she knelt 
down and prayed. “Lord Jesus,” she 
said, “‘you know that my faith is in you. 
I have to leave this baby right now and 
go to’ the afternoon meeting to deliver a 
message on divine healing. Lord, I am 
going to preach it as°I have never 
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preached it before and when I get back 
I expect this baby to be healed!” 

And when she returned the baby WAS 
healed. And the beauty of it is we have 
never had that trouble with the child 
since. Had we resorted to natural helps, 
we would have still been resorting to 
them. 

About four years later, we had just 
come home from a revival for a two 
days’ rest, after which we were sched- 
uled in Denver. While we were home 
this same baby grew very ill with a rag- 
ing fever. All day we remained by her 
bedside in prayer, but to no avail. Our 
train was scheduled to leave at midnight 
and it was the last-one we could take 
to reach our appointment on time. The 
advertising was all-out and we did not 
feel like injuring the meeting by failure 
to show up. As time approached for the 
train, her fever raged ang her heart beat 
like a frightened dove’s. We knelt by 
the bed once more and prayed, saying, 
“Lord, when you called us to leave our 
home and our babies for the evangelistic 
field, it was a sacrifice. We hated to 
leave. But, Lord, you told us then that

Then early in the morning at a 
station a telegraph boy came through 
paging us. Eagerly we tore open the 
yellow envelope and this is what it said, 
“Mother and Daddy, as soon as I heard 
the train pull out I looked at Edith. Her 
fever was all gone and she was sleeping.” 
Signed by our eighteen-year-old daugh- 
ter. Needless to say we had one of our 
best revivals. 

Faith Verified 


Space would not suffice to tell of the 
numerous times we have had similar 
tests and victories. Once a wire came 
that one of our daughters had broken 
her arm and the school doctor said it 
would set stiff, but we were able to 
wave the telegram in the air and shout 
through tears, “Lord, you are going to 
heal that arm and it will not be stiff.” 
We air mailed an anointed handkerchief

Chapter of Romans

In the last issue of the Evangel we 
dealt with death to sin, resurrection, and 
the word liveth, as set forth in the study 
of this chapter. 

Yielding or Keeping Your Own House 

Verse 13 states: 
“Neither YIELD ye 
your members as 
; instruments of un- 
righteousness unto 
sin.” This shows 
our free moral 
agency or that we 
are OUR OWN 
HOUSEKEEPERS. 
Do not YIELD 
your members 
(members of the 
body—hands, feet, 
mind, heart, eyes, ears, TONGUE, etc.) 
as instruments of unrighteousness. “But 
YIELD yourselves unto God!” Yes, ‘‘as 
those that are alive from the DEAD, 
and your members as instruments of 
righteousness unto God.” WHY? Verse 
14, “For sin shall not have dominion over 
you.” If that be true then, we can have 
dominion over sin by the grace of God 
_3f we are willing to bring ourselves in 

subjection to His will. Paul was hard on 
sin and wrote much of its destructive- 
ness. 





What Then? 


Verse 15, “What then? shall we sin, 
because we are not under the law, but 
under grace? GOD FORBID.” Here we 
have the “what then?” and “God for- 
bid” again as in the first verse of the 
chapter. The essence is, just because God 
was good enough to lift us from under 
the curse of a broken law by giving His 
Son Jesus to die for us, are we privileged 


al go out in sin again? No, never! How 


could we love God and do that? In oth- 
er words, we do not serve God because 
He stands over us with a big club, but 
because we love Him and know the real- 
ities of His grace. There is no particular 
law against many abuses you might use 
against your earthly father, but you 
don’t abuse him and take advantage of 
him, because you love and respect him, 
and how much more our heavenly 
FATHER! 
Paul Tries To Make it Plain 


Verse 16, “Know ye not, that to whom 
ye yield yourselves servants to obey, his 
servants ye are to whom ye obey; wheth- 
er of sin unto death, or of obedience un- 
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to righteousness?” What could be plainer 
and more understandable than that our 
daily conduct and actions is that which 
determines whose servants we are? If you 
serve sin unto death, you are a servant 
of sin or the devil. 1 John 3:8. But if 
ye are obedient to rightheousness ye are 
the servants of righteousness or of God. 
This shows a decided difference between 
the two servants and the two masters. 

What We Were and What We Are 

Verse 17, “But God be thanked, that 
ye were the servants of sin, but ye have 
obeyed from the heart (not from the 
head) that form of doctrine which was 
delivered you.” This verse shows we were 
the servants of sin but have obeyed 
from the heart that form of doctrine 
which delivered us from sin as is again 
shown in verse 18, “Being then made 
free from sin, ye become the servants 
of righteousness.” In verse 19 the apostle 
says, “I speak after the manner of men 
because of the infirmity (character of 
state, feebleness or personal failing) of 
your flesh: for as ye have yielded your 
members servants to uncleanness and 
iniquity unto iniquity (state of unclean- 
ness or iniquity, thus they were unre- 
generated); even so now yield your 
members servants to righteousness unto 
holiness” (here they are yielding them- 


. selves unto holiness, thus regenerated and 


car 
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are the children of God). There we find 
a distinct change in relationship from 
the powers of iniquity and lordship of 
the devil to the relationship of spiritual 
reality and servants to righteousness un- 
to holiness which is a part of the in- 
heritance for the redeemed of God the 
Eternal Father. Verse 20 is a repetition 
made in order to convey the primary 
step to holiness and redemption. “For 
when ye were the servants of sin, ye 
were free from righteousness.” What 
could be plainer than this? 


A Reasonable Question 


Verse 21, “What fruit had ye then 
in those things whereof ye are now 
ashamed?” In other words, what lasting 
and constructive results were accom- 
plished through the things you used to 
do? What were the fruits derived from 
the things of which you are now 
ashamed? Paul says, “The end of those 
things is death,” and thus the answer. 


Present Experience 

Verse 22, “But NOW (present tense) 
being made free from sin, and become 
servants to God, ye have your fruit un- 
to holiness, and the end everlasting life.” 
Verse 23, “For the wages of sin is death; 
but the gift of God is eternal life through 
Jesus Christ our Lord.” Here Paul shows 
that it is possible to have a definite up- 
to-date experience, being free from sin 
and having our fruit unto holiness, and 
the pay-off constitutes everlasting life. 
He also shows that committing sin de- 
mands a pay-off which is death. “For 
the wages of sin is death, but the gift 
of God is eternal life through our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” Amen. 








Second Front 
(Editorial) 

An appeal has been made by Clif- 
ford Morehouse, editor of the Living 
Church, Protestant Episcopal weekly, in 
an address before the Church Club of 
New York. Said Mr. Morehouse, “I ad- 
dress my call to the nation, the church, 
and the individual, because I feel that 
our spiritual second front should be 
opened simultaneously on the sectors— 
national, religious and personal. I re- 
spectfully suggest that, following the 
example of Lincoln, Wilson and other 
great American leaders, President Roose- 
velt should proclaim December 7, 1942, 
as a national day of prayer, fasting, and 
rededication. Such a prayer day was ob- 
served by Britain for spiritual rearm- 
ament.” It is quite consequential that 
these urgent pleas should be made. Quite 
true American leaders realize the need 
of God in these trying times. The clergy 
of all denominations who have an active 
faith in a living God equally feel the 
need of divine guidance and help to sus- 


tain us in these terrible days. The sooner 
we put into effect our pleas for divine 
help, the sooner we will realize the power 
and safety of such an effort. The mili- 
tant forces that meet the foe at the 
battle front have great need of our pray- 
ers. They are the sacrifices that will 
fortify our Christian institutions. It is 
therefore fitting that we should uphold 
them in prayer. No less should we hum- 
ble ourselves before God in petition for 
His mercy and pardon for our national 
sins.

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Extracts From Two Letters of 
Brother N. J. Stephen of 
Villipuram, South India 


June 8, 1942 
Dear Brother and Sister Cook: 

Greetings in the precious name of 
Jesus. 

Praise the Lord, our convention here 
closed May 31 and it was a time of much 
blessing to many who were refreshed 
from the precious Word of God. I was 
not short in anything till the last day, in 
feeding the people, and the Lord abun- 
dantly supplied all the needs. 

A number from the criminal tribes 
came by ox cart, from Aziznagar Settle- 
ment where I started a new work about 
four months ago. Eight souls gave them- 
selves to the Lord and were baptized in 
water, seven of these being from Hindu- 
ism. Four of those baptized are from the 
criminal tribes and the other four are 
il from Villipuram. 

One is a soldier returned because of 
physical unfitness. Two of his fingers 
became stiff so he was unable to drive 
the truck. Though he was treated for 
three months, he did not recover. One 
day a sister of the hospital spoke to him 
about Christ, asking him to believe in 
Christ. He was prayed for and thank 
God, he is completely healed. His Hindu 
parents allowed him to follow the Lord 
in water baptism. A marriage with a 
Hindu woman had been arranged by his 
parents but he has refused to marry this 
woman. 

Another Hindu came suffering with 
paralysis in his mouth, leg and hand. He 
was saved and healed and God was much 
glorified by this. Now there are ten souls 
at Aziznagar Settlement amongst the 
criminal tribes. At present Sister Jega- 
jothi is in charge of that work, and she 
is a believer and a teacher to the settlers. 
I visit them once a month, ministering 
to them, spending three or four days with 
them. The officer in charge is very good 
to me and he has promised the settlers 
the gift of a plot to build a small 
church. All of them are praying for this. 
Some more souls are waiting for bap- 
tism. This is a place forty-four miles 
from Villipuram. Please pray for us and 
our work.—Yours in His love, Brother 
N. J. Stephen. 


; June 24, 1942 
Dear Brother and Sister Cook: 
Just a few lines of praise to God for 
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what He has done in Aziznagar Settle- 
ment since my last trip to’ them. 

When the settlers from there reached 
their home, after our convention in Vil- 
lipuram, their Hindu relatives, who do 
not like them to be converted to Chris- 
tianity, made a false report against them, 
but the manager, being a good officer, 
and knowing well that this is given 
falsely to punish them, settled the case 
in favor of our believers. 

On the 17th of June I received a wire 
from this settlement, and when I went 
there, I saw that the eldest son of one 
of the settlers was badly possessed with 
demons. This father had come to our 
convention, but went away putting off 
receiving water baptism. Though he had 
heard much truth, he feared because of 
his Hindu wife and relatives. I talked to 
him plainly about his disobedience to the 
Word of God and he promised the Lord 
to obey the truth. When I prayed over 
the child, the devil left immediately; the 
bad symptoms, such as loud crying, 
crushing his hand, etc., stopped. God 
was glorified amongst the heathen. The 
manager inquired about this and the 
father testified to him that God had 
completely healed his son. 

On the third day I baptized this man, 
together with two Hindu converts. 
These were the Hindu mother and sis- 
ter of a man who was immersed in Jan- 








uary in our last convention. When the 
younger woman went home after her 
baptisrn, her husband came. with a cane, 
chasing her from the house and abusing 
her, telling her that he was going to 
marry another woman as a punishment 
for her disobedience. That evening I met 
the man and talked with him; now the 
matter is not so serious for her. 


On Saturday morning I came back to 
Villipuram. On the 22nd God gave an- 
other soul for baptism, a former teacher 
and the wife of a headmaster. He teaches 
in a distant place but they were here on 
holiday. The husband had agreed to let 
his wife be baptized. At the time of the 
baptism, the mother suddenly came, and 
abusing the womazf, called her away. She 
refused to go, saying, “I cannot listen té™-~ 
you, but am going to obey the truth and 
receive blessing more than I now have.” 
When the mother heard this, she told 
her not to enter into her house, nor to 
come to the marriage of her younger 
sister which is to be held soon. Praise 
the Lord, the daughter obeyed the Lord 
by being baptized in water, but on the 
third day she came to me saying that her 
husband had beaten her with iron<shod 
sandals on her head, asking her to put 
on all her jewels, bangles, etc., again,

They were both 
in the same boat. Also, many Christian 
people are carried away with the styles 
and fashions of this world, forgetting that 
God expects us to live as saints professing 
to know God. And if we are Christians, 
we will do that very thing. Christians that 
are living close to the Lord know how 
they ought to dress. Some will dress like 
the world and paint like the world, and 
go to places they shold not and indulge 
in conversations they should not. 

My dear brother and sister, if you are 
doing these things and can’t feel bad 
about it, you are a long ways from God. 
Paul spoke about a class of people having 
their conscience seared (asleep spiritual- 
ly). Also, Paul speaks about some people 
being past feeling (asleep spiritually). If 
you do these things and don’t feel bad, I 
am afraid you have walked over your 
conscience so much that you are past 
feeling. These things that are against the 
Word of God are wrong.

thou, being a wild olive tree, wert graffed 
in among them, and with them partakest 
of the root and fatness of the olive tree; 
Boast not against the branches. But if 
thou boast, thou bearest not the root, but 
the root thee. Thou wilt say then, The 
branches were broken off, . . . and thou 
standest by faith. Be not highminded, but 
fear: For if God spared not the natural 
branches, take heed lest he also spare not 
thee,” Rom. 11:17-21. 

Some would reason thus: “Since the 
Jews have rejected Christ they have no 
claim to any special consideration.” But 
read the prophecy of Obediah. At the 
very time God was punishing Judah for 
his apostasy, He pronounced the sentence 
of everlasting destruction upon the Edom- 
ites for joining in the razing of Jerusalem. 
Why? “For thy violence against thy 
brother Jacob shame shall cover thee.” 
There existed a relationship that forbade 
Edom’s participation in Nebuchadnez- 
zar’s campaign. For a similar reason Chris- 
tians cannot participate in anti-Jewish 
propaganda which in recent years has pro- 
duced its gruesome harvest of suffering. 
Many a person, without rancor or bitter- 
ness, has said frankly, “It isn’t easy to love 
the Jews.” 

Moses would have agreed. More than 
once he cried, ““Ye are a stiffnecked peo- 
ple!” He was driven frantic bf their 
murmurings and backslidings, and finally 
was provoked to an outburst of temper 
which led to his exclusion from the 
Promised Land. Yet, when Jehovah sug- 
gested a quick and easy solution of the 
Jewish problem in the form of national 
extermination, Moses, cried, “Yet now, if 
thou wilt forgive their sins; and if not, 
blot me, I pray thee, out of thy book 
which thou hast written,” Exod. 32:32. 

Hard to love the Jews? Paul the apostle 
would have agreed. Many a beating and 
stoning he received at their hands; many 
a time his very life was endangered. But 
did he ever desire their destruction? He 
once wrote, “I say the truth in Christ, I 
lie not, my conscience also bearing me 
witness in the Holy Ghost, That I have 
great heaviness and continual sorrow in 
my heart. For I could wish that myself 
were accursed from Christ for my breth- 
ren, my kinsmen according to the flesh,” 
Rom. 9:1-3. There are some who become 
impatient when the following verse is 
quoted, “I will bless them that bless thee, 
and curse him that curseth thee,” Gen. 
12:3. “Racial considerations do not count 
with God.” They contended, “The Jews 
are no better than any other nation.” 
That is true, as far as spiritual salvation 
is concerned; mere membership in the 
Jewish nation guarantees no special grace. 
But nationally the Jews have a destiny 
different from that of other peoples. God 
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has so decreed it, and we cannot quarrel 
with Him whose judgments are unsearch- 
able and whose ways are past finding out. 

Someone may ask, ““Why do some scrip- 
tures hurl the most scathing denuncia- 
tions against the Jews while others threat- 
en judgments upon those nations which 
mistreat them?” This is explained by the 
fact that in God’s dealings with His peo- 
ple there is a mingling of judgment and 
mercy. Paul states it thus: “A$ concern- 
ing the gospel, they are enemies for your 
sakes: but as touching the election, they 
are beloved for the fathers’ sakes,” Rom. 
11:28. 


Enemies—yet beloved!—that is one key 
to the divine dealings with Israel in this 
age. God is not yet through with them. 
Many Old and New Testament scriptures 
predict the restoration of Israel to king- 
dom privileges, and these prophecies are 
bound up with those relating to Christ’s 
second coming. “And so all Israel shall 
be saved: as it is written, There shall come 
out of Sion the Deliverer, and shall turn 
away ungodliness from Jacob,” Rom. 11: 


Second, Christians can remind the 
Jews that the first church was cradled 
in their nation. In imagination they can 
take the Jew back nineteen hundred years 
in time to the city of Jerusalem and show 
him the moter church of all Christians, 
a church vf every Christian was a 
Jew. The faét cannot be overemphasized 
that in the early days of Christianity 
thousands of Jews accepted Jesus as their 
Messiah and Deliverer. This fact should 
correct the Jewish belief that Christianity 
is completely alien to Jewish thought. 

Third, Christians can appeal to the 
Jews to identify themselves with Christ. 
Indeed, He has identified Himself with 
them. “For verily he took not on him the 
nature of angels; but he took on him 
the seed of Abraham,” Heb. 2:16. That is, 
He was born a Jew; in a very special 
sense He belongs to the Jews because He 
was their legal King. Therefore the perse- 
cutor of the Jews is striking at Christ. 
“To persecute the house of Israel is to 
persecute Christ, not in His mystical body 
as when the Church is persecuted, but in 
His fleshly lineage and in His forgetful 
people whom He ceaselessly loves and 
calls.” 

The French philosopher, Jaques Mari- 
tain, contends that Hitler’s persecution of 
the Jewish people is really rooted in his 
antagonism toward Christ, whose religion 
he considers unsuited to the “Aryan” 
character. But since Christianity is so 
deeply ingrained in large numbers of his 
people and in other countries, he dare 
not say so openly but strikes at the na- 
tion that gave Him to the world. This 
view is worthy of serious thought and 
should be considered in the light of the 
Scripture. “And when the dragon saw 
that he was cast unto the earth, he perse- 
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cuted the woman (Israel) which"bi 
forth the man child (Christ 
12:13. (This interpretatior i, chi 
Scofield and many other accepted-S¢iig 
ars.) neal 

This, then, is our appeal to the- 
people: You are indeed a people of Sor 
rows, but you are not suffering forsthes. 
sake of the Word of God or the kingdot Mf 
of God. Link your destinies to the gine 
of sorrows, who in this war-torn world ay 
walking against the thorny way of the @ 
cross. Identified with Him you become: * 
in deed and in truth the suffering ser¥# 
ants of Jehovah. If we suffer with Him, 
we shall also reign with Him, 2 Tim. 
2:12. 

The Church should not cease to preach * 
that the gospel of Christ is “the power of 
God unto salv.ation to every one that be- 
lieveth; to the Jew first, and also to the 
Greek,” Rom. 1:16. And remembering 
that centuries of misunderstanding and 
prejudice are not overcome upon easy 
terms, she should place supreme reliance 
upon™that divine power to which Jesus 
referred when He said to Peter, ‘‘Flesh 
and blood hath not revealed it unto thee, 
but my Father which is in heaven,” Matt, 
16317. ns
